It is hereby ordered that patrol inspectors of the 

i. Inimigration Service shall, while on duty, wear uniforms, except 

a when otherwise directed by competent authority, said uniforms to 

E conform to specifications which have been prescribed by the Bureau 
and Department. This order will not be compulsory as to temporary 
appointees or to officers wko have not completed their vrobationary 

i period of employment. 


| Uniforms may be purchased from any manufacturer, so long 
as they are made according to specifications. 


With a view to securing a fair standard price of uniforms, 
proposals have been solicited from several manufacturers and prices 
have been quoted by the firms named below. These firms have been 
supplied with a list of patrol inspection districts in order that 
they may comminicate directly with the officers concerned if they 
so desire, advising them of prices and terms:
